The Allegro opens with a festive welcome to arriving spring, 
sentiments echoed by three birds and the running brook. 
Thunder and lightning intrude and remind that the season 
is not without its cares. As the storm passes, the birds, first 
hesitantly, then securely, resume their happy song and the 
‘mood of rejoicing is restored. The Largo presents in pure 
melody an idyllic pastoral situation: a shepherd sleeps with 
his dog at his side while all about him nature abounds. 
In the final Allegro, joy overflows into pastoral dance with 
the shepherd now and again supported by dancing nymphs.
